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Psychiatrist 'Astonished 7 

by Warren Commission Report on Oswald

A psychiatrist has reported 
that he was “astonished* 3 to 
find nothing valid in the War- 
ren Commission report on the 
personality and motives of 
Lee Oswald, accused assas- 


sin of President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 

He proposed a new study 
involving “individuals of sig- 
nificance*' in Oswald’s life; 
including his mother and his 
wife, Marina. 

“In this way it would pos- 


sible to build up an under- 
standing of Oswald/* said Dr. 
Maier Tuchler of Phoenix, 
“and an attempt could be 
made to clarify why he com- 
mitted the acts as charged.'* 
Tuchler blamed the dearth 
of sound psychiatric informa- 


tion on the absence of psychi- 
atrists plus the Commission's 
practice, “common to a 
group of intellectuals, of 
functioning as lay psychi- 
atrists/* 

“I am appalled at condu- 
sions that involve psychiatric 


evaluations and judgments 
‘without the benefit of trained 
professional thinking/* said 
Tuchler. 

“Of the 522 witnesses inter- 
viewed and of the thousands 
of reports presented to the 


commission, not one psychi- 
atrist studied any portion of 
the data gathered for the pur- 
pose of a professional psychi- 
atric opinion/* 

Tuchler spoke in a panel 
discussion of the American
